The reason for this 
somewhat confusing labelling is 
probably that some rather nervous 
executive was womed about the 
impact in today's insanely politically 
correct society of having a duck 



running around lobbing dynamite, 
which is daft - this is cartoon 
violence for goodness sake! 

Er... anyway, Daffy must use 
these 'smoke bombs' to take care 
of the variety of enemies that he 
encounters on each level and must 
also avoid the range of cartoon- 
esque hazards that Bugs has 
scattered around all over the place.
